That the project to have the Sierra 
Madre range constituted a national 
park is a live one is indicated by a 
meeting held in Pasadena on Tuesday 
night. At that time arrangements were 
made to tiring the matter before the 
late legislature as a preliminary step. 
It will be taken before the national 
authorities later. Several prominent 
Pasadenans have interested themselves 
in the idea and propose to push it to 
a conclusion. 

Just how the project will be received 
by the general public remains to be 
seen. It will undoubtedly meet with 
opposition from hunters, as it is the 
plan to have the park a game preserve. 
But the persons having the greatest 
interest in the matter are those who 
have leased camp sites and put up 
more or less permanent cabins and 
cottages in the mountains. Such per¬ 
sons would undoubtedly demand that 
| hey be protected in whatever change 
might be made. There are large col¬ 
onies of cabins in the Santa Anita can¬ 
yon, the Arroyo Seco, and San Gabriel 
canyon. 

Effect on Leases 

Most of the mountain resorts now 
operating are on privately owned 
ground, to which title was secured be¬ 
fore the present forest reserve was 
created. These would not be affected 
by such a change. Nor is it likely that 
those operating on ground leased from 
the government would be affected, as 
there are camps in all the present na¬ 
tional parks, operating under lease and 
more or less strict government regu¬ 
lation. 

Advantages claimed by the promoters 
of the project are the assistance from 
the government in the building oif 
highways, and the closer supervision

Highway Is Endorsed 

The project to build a highway 
across the Sierra Madre range from 
ihis city to the Antelope Valley by way 
of the Big Santa Anita eanybn and 
Pine Flats was brought up by George 
B. Morgridge who explained the plans 
which had been advanced. Immediate 
Interest was aroused and nearly every¬ 
one present asked questions or offered 
suggestions regarding the benefits of 
the enterprise to Sierra Madre. < >n 
motion of C. W. Jones, the board went 
on record us favoring the enterprise 
ami instructed the incoming board of 
directors to take steps toward secur¬ 
ing all possible data bearing on .1, 
witli a view to presentation to the 
county supervisors. 

As outlined heretofore in the News 
tin- proposed highway would connect 
the San Gabriel Valley with the. Ante¬ 
lope Valley by means of a highway 
suitable for wagon or auto traffic, it 
would afford a much more direct route 
limn now exists and Would tiring An¬ 
telope Valley produce within much 
easier reach of the Isis Angeles mar¬ 
ket. It would eventually become a 
link in a state highway between 1-os 
Angeles and the north, by way of Ba¬ 
kersfield, offering many advantages 
over the road by way of Newhall and 
tlie Tejon pass. 

Other Advantages 

As compared with other routes sug¬ 
gested for the road to Antelope val¬ 
ley, the Sierra Madre route would 
start at a higher point and have lower 
maximum altitudes, having easier 
grade# and less climbing to be done. 
There would be but one stream to lie 
crossed requiring a bridge of any con¬ 
sequence, whereas ail others would re¬ 
quire several expensive bridges. The 
comparatively low maximum altitude 
would mean less trouble from snow 
blockades In winter. 

Construction expense would be low¬ 
ered by reason of the facts already 
enumerated, as well as by the fact that 
the geological formations are much 
more favorable to road building than 
any other route yet proposed. And 
over and above nil other advantages, 
the highway when completed would 
|, c the shortest, greatly benefiting traf- 
hc in that respect. It Is estimated the 
total saving would lie about $200,000 
on the estimate of $700,000 for the 
cheapest alternative route. 

Would Bring Business
